Jerkins lived in Dothan a num- 
ber of years ago and was connect- 
ed with a loeal livestock stable and 
was engaged in trading horses.

“T appeared before Public Works 
Board in Montgomery yesterday

entirely sympathetic with the ef- 
forts for flood relief at Biba. I 
have arranged for hearings before 
the board next Tuesday at two thir- 
ty in afternoon. Hope you will 
be there prepared to work out de- 
tails to go to Washington. It is im- 
portant that we get application ap- 
proved and submitted as early as 
may be done. I expect to meet you 
there and to follow the matter 
through at Washington.”

The 
reduction will save farmers of the 
State some $8,000,000 on their 
ginning bill, ;
